HOT-BEDS AND COLD FRAMES 


CONSTRUCTION AND MANAGEMENT 


HOT-BED 


HIS should be made in the early spring—from the end of February to the middle of March is a good time to start. 
Secure fresh horse-manure a week or ten days previous to getting beds started and place same in heaps in the 
garden, turning it over two or three times during this period, breaking all lumps to prevent “burning.” Manure 
containing straw is preferable. In preparing the bed a space of a foot larger than the dimension of the frame 
should be cleared and the bed should be carefully and compactly built up on this space to a depth of 18 inches to 
2 feet. The higher and greater the body of consequent heating material, the longer will be the life of the bed. It 
must be firmly packed, should it appear dry a little moistening will help to pack it properly. This completed, you 
may add from four to six inches of soil and the seeding may then take place. 


MANAGEMENT OF THE HOT-BED 


One of the main things to be careful of, in the management of the beds, is the proper ventilation. There are more failures 
through careless ventilation than from any other cause. It must be remembered that ventilation is not only needed to give 
the plants fresh air, but to allow the hot air and the moisture to escape, and so reduce the temperature. Air should be given 
whenever weather permits. To do this, place a small piece of wood under the sash at the top or back—not at the front, because 
it will cause a draught which would check the growth of the plants and cause a great number to “damp off.” During cold 
nights cover the sash with burlaps or straw to prevent the temperature from going too low. As the weather moderates, ven- 
tilation may be increased gradually until the sash may be left off entirely. Keep sash handy in case of sudden cold spells 
or heavy rains, so that the bed may be covered instantly. All watering should be done in the morning, preferably a little 
warm, so that the plants will be thoroughly dry before night when lowering the glass; for this, in cold nights, very often 
causes “damping off.” 


USE OF THE HOT-BED 


A hot-bed is most useful for raising early vegetables and flowers that must be started early to insure a bloom for the 
same season. Cabbage, cauliflower, celery, tomatoes, leek, should be started in this manner. Early beets and Onions may be 
had, if space permits, but these two are not altogether necessarily treated this way. After the early crops are off, cucumbers, 
melons or any other crop which delights in a rich, deep and well drained soil, will repay you for the little trouble it has 
Siven you. 


COLD FRAMES 


The frame construction is the same as that of the hot-bed, but no manure is used, depending entirely on the sun for its 
heat. They are used chiefly as a protection for tender plants. Perennials that were sown late in the summer very often are 
too small to chance their winter endurance and may be placed into a frame and will get started earlier in the spring so as 
to reach their maturity at the proper time. They are also useful for hardening off young plants before putting in the open; 
or for sowing a batch of second early cabbage, ete. Uniform temperature must be maintained same as hot-bed.

Banking the soil, 
4 inch clay tile, heavy wrapping paper, or boards. The early varieties are 
best bleached with boards for best results owing to the disease commonly 
called rust attacks plants about this period, hence is avoided owing to the 
exclusion of light and air and celery is ready for use in 15 to 18 days.

LETTUCE

USEFUL HINTS FOR THE SUCCESSFUL CULTIVATION OF FLOWER SEEDS. 


Many of the failures which occur in the sowing of the very small seeded varieties of Flower Seeds are the result of cover- 
ing too deeply—washing out by too heavy waterings—or omitting to water in time, in which case they dry off, or shrivel up. 
The most successful way is to sow the Seeds in shallow seed pans, 2 or 3 inches in depth; fill to within half-inch of the rim with 
finely sifted soil, which press down firm and level; scatter the Seeds evenly over the surface, cover with soil to three or four 
times the depth of the seed you are sowing; the very fine seed should only be pressed down with a board. After sowing cover 
with a sheet of glass or a wetted sheet of paper until seedlings come through the ground, after which remove the glass at least 
enough to admit fresh air or your seedlings will damp or rot off. As soon as they can be handled, transplant into similar boxes 
1 to 2 inches apart, and when large enough put in the positions where they are wanted to flower. Sweet Alyssum, Asters, Nas- 
turtiums, Mignonette, Marigolds, and all Hardy Annuals, may be sown where they are intended to flower, as soon as the ground 
is free from frost, although Seeds sown in a nice, warm seed bed will, with good weather, surpass those sown weeks before,as the 
latter usually become stunted through weather set-backs. Thin out where they come up too thickly to at least 4 inches apart 
and over, according to the size of the plant. Hardy Perennials may be sown from January to October. Early sowings should 
be made in-doors in shallow pans or boxes, as described above, or they can be sown out-doors from May to August, and trans- 
planted to their permanent flowering positions in early autumn, protecting during winter with a covering of leaves or manure. 
Many of the tender Perennials, such as Antirrhinum, Dahlias, Heliotrope, Salvia, etce., can be sown out-doors for late flowering 
as soon as good weather sets in.

H. A. for Hardy Annuals, that grow, bloom and die the first year from Seed.

H. P. for Hardy Perennials, that usually bloom the second year from Seed, and continue to grow and bloom for many 
years. Some will also bloom the first year, if sown early.

HARDY FLOWER- 
ING SHRUBS 


Shrubs are now universally recognized 
as an important, in fact, an indispensab e 
feature in the embellishment of the home 
grounds. They lend themselves to many 
useful as well as ornamental purposes in 
the creation of a beautiful landscape; here 
to screen some necessary, but unsightly 
object, there as a hedge to indicate a 
dividing line, and again as a background 
to a border of hardy flowering plants . 

We are often asked for information re- 
garding the planting and subsequent care 
o£ shrubs. Briefly, we recommend a good 
garden soil, well enriched with decayed 
barnyard manure. An open bed or border 
is preferable for groups or border plant- 
ing. Plant moderately close according to 
growth and habit of shrub to produce an 
early satisfactory effect, relying on prun- 
ing and thinning out to maintain the de- 
sired appearance. Fork or spade the sur- 
face of the soil lightly every spring; fer- 
tilize every year or two with old manure 
or bone meal; cultivate to keep down 
weeds and water freely in dry weather. 


In our latitude deciduous shrubs may be successfully planted any time in spring from the time the frost is out of the ground 
until the leaves begin to develop, and in fall, usually from about the middle of October until the ground is frozen hard. 


Pruning is essential to promote a proper growth and symmetrical form of individual plant or group, and maintain the vital- 


ity, desired height and graceful pleasing aspect as long as possible.
